Mr. Joseph Fulcoly 





All of us know Mr. Fulcoly as the person who works magic on scheduling adjustments. Many of us know 
him, as well, as a person we can go to when we have a personal problem— with our grades, with our room- 
mates, with our instructors, whatever — a person we can lean on for that extra help in time of need. And 
many of us can appreciate that this is a man who has ‘gone the extra mile” in terms of managing “A” day : 
and some of the other annual events that occur on our campus. But most of us really don’t know about Jo- 
seph E. Fulcoly Jr., the man — or the origins of the deep feelings he has for Delaware Valley College. 

Joe Fulcoly graduated from Springfield Township (Montgomery County) High School in 1945 and 
enrolled at Penn State. Not completely happy with his experiences there he transferred to what was then 
the National Farm School in 1947 and found himself in the middle of the institution's transformation into 
the National Agricultural College, from which he graduated in 1950 with a B.S. in Poultry husbandry. Along 
the way he displayed considerable prowness as an athlete, playing varsity baseball and football. One of his 
fondest memories is his 70- yard return of a punt in October of 1947 that was the only score in a game that 
saw the Aggies rout the team from the Farmingdale, Long Island School of Agriculture. For many years 
that run stood in the college’s record books as the longest punt return of record. Mr. Fulcoly returned to 
his Alma Mater in 1957 as Assistant Dean of Students. He went on to become Dean of Students, then 
moved into counseling as Director of Student Counseling in 1973. His present role as Associate Dean for 
Academic Services was assumed 1989. 

Mr. Fulcoly has had a long term interest in a number of other organizations as well. He is an active mem- 
ber and former president of the Bucks County Chapter of Ducks Unlimited, served as an active leader in 
the Boy Scouts for many years and is a member of the Philadelphia- Continental Chapter of the Sons of the 
American Revolution. 

Mr. Fulcoly is, through and through, a dedicated Aggie. It is our great pleasure to dedicate this 
yearbook to him in token of our “thanks” for all that he has done for us.

Aggie Grapplers Look To Defend MAC Title 


After finishing out the 1989-90 dual meet season with an impressive I4-3 record and number seven ranking in the nation, the 
Delware Valley College wrestling team heads off to King’s College in 
Wilkes- Barre this weekend to defend their Middle Atlantic Conference 
(MAC) Championship of a year ago. 

The Aggies captured last year’s team title and garnered four individ- 
ual weight class titles, for their fourth MAC Championship of the I980’s. 
The Green and Gold, along with Lycoming, who defeated Del Val earlier 
this year (28-28), are considered the favorites for the nineteen team 
tournament. 

“If everyone wrestles up to their ability, we should be considered one 
of the favorites along with Lycoming,” said sixteenth year head coach 
Bob Marshall (208-34). “We have a chance for seven guys in the finals if 
they wrestle the way they have all year.” 

Leading the Aggies into the championships will be junior captain Mark 
Ambrose, who returns to defend his title at 158 Ibs. A two-time All- 
American and defending national champion at 158, Ambrose has posted 
a I9-| mark this season with six pins. 

Also expected to help the Aggie cause is II8 lb. sophomore Dana 
Penson, who also has posted a 19-I mark this year after placing third at 
MAC’s a year ago. 

A pair of juniors Chuck McGrath and Chris Hoover have had fine dual 
meet seasons and should also make some noise this weekend. McGrath 
finished third at MAC’s a year ago and has accumulated an I8-3-I mark 
on the year, with four falls at 126 lbs., while Hoover, who wrestled most 
of the year at 142 lbs., moves up a weight class to I50 Ibs. where he 
finished second last year at MAC’s. Hoover compiled a fine 18-4-1 mark 
on the season and will face a tough test from Moravian’s Dave Yonney 
(17-2) and defending champion Dave Kuhl (I7-l) from host King’s. 

Moving into Mokrynchuk’s 134 lb weight class spot is freshman DeMe- 
tri Kangas, who sports a perfect 8-O mark on the year. Kangas entered 
the regular lineup near the end of the season and has been a dominate 
force on the mat for Del Val. His toughest competition should be from 
Moravian junior Ken Murphy (Il-3-l), who Kangas defeated 5-2 earlier 
this year. 

Sophomore heavy weight Dan Wehr has also been a strong force in 
the Aggies lineup, racking up a I5-5 record with a team-high eight pins 
on the season. Wehr is one of the biggest heavy weights in the tourna- 
ment and should give two-time All American Garth Lakitsky (13-2) of 
Lycoming all he can handle.

MAKE THIRD STRAIGHT MAC & ECAC PLAYOFF APPEARANCE 
LADY AGGIES FINISH WITH THIRD STRAIGHT WINNING SEASON 


DOYLESTOWN (PA) — For the third consecutive year, sixth-year head coach Gary Pento guided 
his lady Aggies basketball team to a winning campaign, I5-12, and appearances in the Middle Atlantic 
Conference (ECAC) playoffs. The fifteen wins are the second most in the school’s history, as the 
Green and Gold reach the ECAC South championship game for the second straight season. 

“We have a great nucleus returning for next year after all of the valuable experience these kids 
gained this season,” said Pento. “With a club as young and as green as we were with three freshmen 
on the floor most of the time, it was a growing year that was still successful.” 

Del Val reached the MAC playoffs, tying King’s for second place with a 6-4 mark in the NE section, 
but dripped a special playoff game to the Lady Monarchs 69-60. The club also earned a spot in the 
ECAC South Region Playoffs, defeating Ursinus (8I-67) to reach the championship game, where they 
lost to host Frostburg State 8I-55 to finish out the season. 

Leading the way for the Lady Aggies were seniors Laura Rotz, who provided leadership and the 
bulk of the scoring load. 

Rotz, as All-American candidate at guard, was selected to the MAC Northeast Section All-Star 
team for the third straight year after leading the squad in scoring with a 17.6 point per game (ppg) 
average. She scored a DVC single-season record 474 points on the year to become the school’s all- 
time leading scorer with 1,413 career markers. The Lady Aggie co-captain also paced 
the team with 52 three-point field goals, 90 assists and 81 steals, while pulling down 4.7 
rpg. Rotz became just the second Delaware Valley women’s basketball player to top the 
1,000 point milestone, when she scored a career-high 29 points in an 83-71 win over 
Upsala. 

Hill finished up her fine career as the school’s third all-time leading scorer with 940 
points after averaging 13.8 ppg 5.6 rpg. The 5-foot-7 forward handed out 5| assists and 
led the squad with 20 blocked shots. The DVC co-captain ripped the nets for a career- 
high 25 points in a 69-53 win at King’s and topped the Green and Gold in scoring 10 
times. 

A trio of first year players in the DVC program added major contributions, as 
freshmen Pamela Ball and Stephanie Armstrong teamed with sophomore Martina 
Richardson to round out the Lady Aggies starting lineup late in the year. 

Ball started all twenty-seven contests on the year, leading the team in rebounding 
with a 10.4 rpg average. The 5-foot-ll center averaged 7.7 ppg, scoring a career-high I6 
points in a narrow 62-61 win over FDU-Madison. She led the squad in rebounding in 19 
outings, including a I6 rebound effort against Scranton. 

Sophomore forward Stephanie Mason was also part of the staring lineup through the 
first sixteen games of the season, before missing the next nine contests with an ankle 
injury. She did average 10.3 ppg and pulled down 6.9 rpg, while shooting a team-high 
40.8% from the floor, before returning for spot duty in the ECAC playoffs. 

Junior guard Carla Marinetti along with sophomore swingman Terry Ward and 
freshman forward Dawn Papciak completed the young Lady Aggie roster. 

Marinetti scored at a 4.0 ppg clip, while handing out I7 assists and making I9 steals. 
She scored a career-high I8 points in a 85-54 loss to Scranton. Ward averaged 3.0 ppg and 3.1 rpg and 
scored a career-high |2 markers in an 80-71 win over Eastern, while Papciak contributed I.4 ppg and 1.8 
rpg in spot action for the Green and Gold.

The old saying of close only counts in horseshoes held true for the Delware Valley 
College men’s basketball team during the 1989-90 season. The Aggies dropped six 
contests by seven points or less and finished the year with a frustrating 8-17 overall 
record and a 5-Il mark in Middle Atlantic Conference (MAC) - Northeast section play. 

Despite the squad’s losing record, there were some bright spots along the way. 
Fifth-year coach Bill Werkiser’s team graduates just one senior, and will have three of 
its top four scorers coming back next season. 

Sophomore guard Mike Knouse was the team leader on the court. The 6ft -l Knouse 
was the topped the Aggies in the scoring with 14.6 points per game (ppg) average and 
was good on nearly 45 percent of his three point field goal attempts. He scored a 
career high 23 points in a 92-85 loss to Elizabethtown and led the squad in scoring 
eleven times during the year. Earlier this year he was selected as one of the Philadel- 
phia Small College Players of the week for his outstanding contribution over the first 
two weeks of the season. 

The lone senior on the Del Val roster was forward Marc Reason, who earned team 
MVP honors. The heart and soul of the Aggies, Reason averaged 9 ppg and led the 
team in rebounding, pulling down 7.4 rebounds per game (rpg), despite standing just 
6ft-I. The Delware Valley captain also led the team in assists with 93 and was probably 
the squad’s best defensive player. 

A pair of underclassman also came through with big seasons for the Green and Gold, 
as sophomore center Charles DeShield and freshman swingman Daviv King both were 
major threats in the offense. 

DeShield averaged 4.6 ppg and 6 rpg to rank second on the team in both categories. 
He also shot a team-high 46% from the floor and blocked 53 shots on the defensive 
end of the floor to top the club in that category. 

King came off the bench to earn a starting spot for the final fifteen games of the 
season and responded with a 7.5 ppg scoring average in his rookie year. The 6ft-l 
swingman was also a good three-point shooter, draining 43.6% of his attempts from 
long range, including six of eight in a 74-72 loss to Wilkes. 

Junior guard Eric Banks, and freshmen Michael Rautzhan and Matt Fritzinger 
rounded out the backcourt players for Del Val. 

Banks averaged 6.4 ppg and drilled home 2I three- point field goals on the season, 
while handing out 54 assists. He ripped the nets for a career-high I6 markers in the win 
over Susquehanna. Rautzhan and Fritzinger saw spot action for the Aggies and will be 
counted on in the years to come. 

A pair of sophomore forwards Jacob Mickens and Ted Mulroy teamed with junior 
center Doug Linde to add some front court depth for the Aggies. 

Mickens, who started I8 games, was fifth on the team in scoring, averaging 7.2 ppg 
while hauling down 4.6 rpg and blocking I|7 shots. 

Mulroy broke into the starting lineup, nine games into the season and contributed 
4.4 ppg and I.9 rpg before breaking his arm against Susquehanna and missing the rest 
of the season 

A member of the MAC Winter Academic Honor Roll, Linde was a steady performer 
who scored at a 3.5 ppg clip and pulled down I.4 rpg in 24 outings. He shot 56.5% from 
the field and poured in a career-high I4 points in the win over Messiah.
